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The council has exciting plans for 
the former EMD cinema, previously 
the Granada, in Hoe Street. As the 
main auditorium opened to the public 
for one day only before a three-year 
refurbishment begins, we peek 
inside an amazing building that 
holds a special place in so many 
people’s hearts. 

It’s 15 years since residents of Waltham 
Forest have been able to see inside the 
main auditorium of the former EMD/ 
Granada cinema. 

During that time, the local community 
came together to fight to keep the iconic 
Art Deco building as an entertainment and 
cultural venue for everyone. 


That battle was finally won earlier 
this year with its £2.8million purchase 
by Waltham Forest Council, and an 
innovative partnership with Soho Theatre 
that will create a lasting legacy for the 
borough’s year as the Mayor’s First 
London Borough of Culture. 

Hidden away behind the building’s 
current occupant, Mirth, Marvel and 
Maud, is a beautiful theatre in the Moorish 
style by celebrated interior designer, 
Theodore Komisarjevsky. The proposed 
refurbishment will cost £17million but 
it’s estimated that it will bring in between 
£34 and £52 million in the 10 years after 
it opens, boosting the local night time 
economy and providing jobs during the 


restoration and into the future once it 
opens to the public. 

The emotions were running high 
on Tuesday 21 May when the main 
auditorium opened its doors once again, 
just for one day, to reveal the exciting 
plans for the Grade II* listed building - and 
show off the amazing interior to a whole 
new generation of residents. 

Gasps could be heard as people 
walked into the space, which had been 
cleared of the mess - and the pigeons - 
that had inhabited it during the 15 years 
since the last film was screened in the 
main cinema. 

The new venue will be managed by 
Soho Theatre, which has established itself 


as London’s most vibrant venue for new 
theatre, comedy and cabaret and has 
many links with Waltham Forest, including 
working with schools and young people 
here. It will operate the 1,000 seat venue 
with a programme featuring the biggest 
names in UK and international comedy 
and an annual pantomime, alongside 
screenings, theatre and community 
education work.

Waltham Forest News loses judicial review 



On Friday, Waltham Forest and Hackney 
councils lost a judicial review against the 
government which means that we may no 
longer be able to publish Waltham Forest 
News as regularly as we do now. Here’s 
a statement from Clare Coghill, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, on the ruling. 

“I find it galling that not only have Government 
cuts meant that we have had £120 million 
stripped from our budget since 2010, but that 
now they have the audacity to tell us how we 
spend our money and communicate with our 
residents. 

“Last week, ourselves and Hackney Council, 
lost a judicial review against the Government 
ruling that we are not allowed to publish a 
newspaper more than four times a year and that 
we must pay another outlet your Council Tax 
money to publish public notices that will be seen 
by far fewer people. 

“This limits our ability to communicate with all 


our residents, particularly those 
who are hardest to reach or 
who don’t have regular internet 
access and who often have 
most need of our services and 
opportunities. We know that 
31 % of the over 65s in the 
borough don’t have internet 
access and that many families 
and younger people struggle to 
pay for digital devices many of 
us take for granted. 

“We also know that residents 
love the fact that Waltham Forest News 
promotes topics that no other newspaper would 
ever do. Vital issues like foster care, community 
work, local charities and voluntary groups, 
school programmes and campaigns for things 
you want: like a new hospital or for Waltham 
Forest to become the first ever Mayor’s London 
Borough of Culture, to name just two. 

“I also passionately think that part of a healthy 
local democracy is local understanding of the 
operation of the democratic process, and 
effective communication is key to developing 
that. Local authority publicity is important to 
transparency and to localism, as the public 
need to know what their local authority is doing 
if they are to hold us to account. The absence 
of a well-read local media means that there is a 
legitimate need for Waltham Forest News. 

“We will now consider the judge’s ruling before 
deciding on our next steps.” 


Hundreds hit the beach

We know residents feel a huge 
sense of pride in Waltham Forest 
and the fact we’re the Mayor’s 
First London Borough of Culture.

horizons but hopefully inspire them 
to become the cultural leaders of the 
future. 

Five months in, and already over 
100,000 people have taken part 
in cultural activities in the borough, 
while over 800 of you have become 
Legends of the Forest volunteers. As 
Chris Whitehead explains on page 7, 
becoming a Legend has allowed him 
to meet people he wouldn’t normally 
have had the chance to talk to, and 
friendships and understanding have 
resulted from spending time together. 

It’s a great example of culture 
promoting community cohesion - one 
of the legacies of our year that I’m 
most pleased about. 

In March, choreographer Matthew 
Bourne watched 550 pupils from his 
old school, Roger Ascham Primary, 


perform The Nutcracker. Their 
teachers told me how the experience 
increased the pupils’ confidence, skills 
and ambitions. In April, a number of 
vulnerable young people used culture 
to express their personal stories and 
hopes for the future in EastSide Story. 
Two of them were able to return to 
mainstream education from a pupil 
referral unit following their involvement. 

Last week, Sonita Alleyne, who 
grew up in Walthamstow, was named 
as the first black head of an Oxbridge 
College. She is also the first woman to 
be head of Jesus College, Cambridge. 
Sonita attended Leyton Senior High 
School for Girls, and played viola in the 
borough youth orchestra. Music was 
a huge influence on her life and Sonita 
co-founded her own radio production 
company in the 1990s. An early 
passion for reading books and writing 
stories inspired her to follow a career 
in the media. 


These are the powerful stories 
which show the impact culture has 
had, and continues to have, on past 
and present residents of Waltham 
Forest. 

We want the positive impact of our 
year as London Borough of Culture to 
be felt across the borough for years 
to come. 

The Legends of the Forest volunteer 
programme will continue beyond 2019 
and be integrated into the Council’s 
Connecting Communities programme, 
ensuring that the movement we have 
built in our year will continue to have 
an impact in the future. 

We’re launching a Welcome to 
the Forest Bursary programme, 
targeted at children from less well-off 
backgrounds who want to have a 
career and training in the arts. We’ll be 
funding five £3,000 bursaries in 2020, 
as well as supporting teaching and 
learning projects at 15 schools across 


the borough, who successfully bid for 
funding from our £250,000 Schools 
Culture fund. 

As you can see from our cover 
feature, we’ve also purchased 
and are restoring the former EMD/ 
Granada Cinema in Walthamstow, 
in partnership with Soho Theatre as 
a new cultural venue for North-East 
London. 

The re-opening of such an iconic 
building in the heart of the borough 
will be an integral part of the legacy 
of London Borough of Culture 2019 
- a historical link to our past that will 
offer jobs and memorable cultural 
experiences to residents for years to 
come.

What’s in a name? 

You can generally tell how long someone has lived in 
Waltham Forest by what they call the building that sits at 
number 186 Hoe Street. 

For those that grew up in the 50s, 60s, 70s or before, 
it will always be The Granada - a cinema and live music 
venue that once welcomed The Beatles, James Brown 
and The Rolling Stones to the borough. 

For those who moved in during the 90s and noughties, 
it’s the EMD, closed since 2003 when it was sold to the 
United Church of the Kingdom of God. The increasingly 
dilapidated building remained empty for more than 10 
years as local residents and pressure groups, including 
The McGuffins and Save Walthamstow Cinema, fought to 
keep it as an entertainment venue for all. 

For those who’ve arrived in Waltham Forest since 
2016, it’s Mirth (or Mirth, Marvel and Maud, to give it 
its full name) a bar run by the Antic pub chain. Occupying 
the huge former cinema foyer, the main auditorium has 
remained hidden from public view, in desperate of need 
of millions of pounds worth of renovation. One of the 
small cinema screens built in the 1970s was re-opened 
shortly after Mirth launched, screening films courtesy of 
Stow Film Lounge, and hosting live bands and theatre. 


There have also been regular author events organised by 
Walthamstow Rock n Roll Book Club. 

At various other times, the magnificent building, which 
occupies the site of the original Victoria music hall, 
has also been known as the ABC, the Cannon and the 
Odeon. 

Whatever you call it, and whatever it becomes known 
as in the future, from 2022 it will once again welcome the 
public into its amazing auditorium. We can’t wait.

2019 Work has already begun on the main 
auditorium. A decade of pigeon infestation is being 
removed before the work to restore the interior 
begins. As a Grade II* listed building, everything 
has to be done to preserve its unique character 
while making sure it complies with 21st century 
safety and accessibility standards. 



2020 Towards the middle of the year, current 
tenants, Mirth, Marvel and Maud and the Victoria 
pub, will close. The Victoria will be returned 
to its original use as a restaurant and bar, the 
main entrance bar where Mirth currently sits 
will be restored, while Maud, the entertainment 
space, will be renovated to continue to host film 
screenings and smaller live performances. 

2022 The building will re-open with the main 
auditorium as a 1,000-seater venue - a local 
entertainment destination with a national - and 
international - appeal.

A helping hand to 
combat loneliness 

Finding time to be by yourself can sometimes be 
difficult for those of us who lead increasingly busy 
lives. But if you’re spending extended periods alone 
when what you crave is real human contact, it can be 
devastating. In fact, research recognises that social 
isolation is a key factor in depression. 

Feedback from the council’s Connecting Communities 
programme has shown that Waltham Forest residents are 
increasingly concerned about friends and neighbours feeling 
socially isolated. Now, the council is working with Waltham 
Forest Community Hub to launch a volunteer ‘buddying’ 
scheme to help those affected. 

Volunteer Buddies are currently being trained to support 
people struggling with poor mental health and loneliness. 
They will then be connected with vulnerable adults affected 
by social isolation through the council’s Social Prescribing 
team, helping them socialise, exercise and re-engage with 
people around them. 

Councillor Naheed Asghar, Cabinet Member for Health 
and Voluntary Sector Partnerships, said: “Just as we care for 
our physical health, we must take care of our mental health. 
We can increase our sense of happiness and connection 
through volunteering opportunities like the Buddies scheme, 
which not only support vulnerable people in the borough, but 
also support the mental health of those who take part.”

Tech a chance 
on me 

Young residents from around Waltham 
Forest came to the Town Hall at the 
end of May to receive certificates after 
graduating from the borough’s latest 
tech camp. 

The council-funded entrepreneurial 
skills training programme has helped 130 
people to improve their digital literacy and 
problem solving skills. Representatives from 
technology employers, including Amazon 
Web Services (AWS), HCL Technologies 
and Transport For London’s tech team, 
supported the programme, as well as 
Waltham Forest Jobcentre Plus. Those 
who took part received a tech/business 
qualification. 

School students formed teams to 


‘hack’ a problem that was identified by the 
council’s Big Youth Conversation (see page 
5): that 45% of young people don’t feel safe 
to go out alone. 

The winner team was Owla, who came 
up with the idea of an app to report broken 
street lighting, with the aim of reducing 
knife crime. Melisa and Meltem Tigli from 
the team spoke at the event and are now 
looking for funding opportunities to take the 
idea forward. 

Other graduates of the camp have 
gone on to further education or found 
employment, including Ruth Bovell, 


who has since landed a job in software 
development. 

“I had the tech skills but I’ve been using 
the social skills and presentation skills that I 
learnt on the tech camp,” she said.

The tech camps, which are run by 
digital specialists Trax Training, are part of 
the council’s Life Chances programme, 
supporting residents to fulfil their potential.

Turner Prize Winner conies to Waltham Forest 


Trafalgar Square comes to 
Vestry House Museum this 
month as part of Ways of 
Seeing , a borough-wide 
exhibition of artworks. 
Originally created for the 
Fourth Plinth project, Turner 
Prize winning artist Rachel 
Whiteread has made a 
transparent resin copy of the 
central London plinth which 
will now be displayed here in 
Walthamstow. 

The artwork, by one of the UK’s 
most well-known artists, was 


designed to encourage viewers 
to take a moment to pause and 
reflect, away from the hustle 
and bustle of life in London. 
Whiteread, who recently enjoyed 
a successful retrospective at Tate 
Modern, is well known for creating 
artworks that turn everyday 
objects into something special. 

Alongside Whiteread’s sculpture 
will be an artwork by fellow 
Turner Prize nominee Cornelia 
Parker. The artwork will see 
pieces of silverware that have 
been flattened by a 250-tonne 


industrial press hung from the 
ceiling of Vestry House Museum. 
The suspended metal will create a 
pattern that can be interpreted by 
viewers in many different ways. 

Cornelia Parker and Rachel 
Whiteread are at the forefront 
of British art and thanks to a 
unique partnership between the 
Government Art Collection and 
Waltham Forest London Borough 
of Culture 2019 are being 
exhibited here in Waltham Forest. 
Open from Thursday 6 June, this 
exhibition adds another special 


event to a jam-packed month 
of visual art here in the borough 
alongside El 7 Art Trail, Art 
Night and other Ways of Seeing 
exhibitions. 

This exhibition comes at an 
exciting time for Vestry House 
Museum as they recently received 
funding from leading regeneration 
company, ENGIE, to enhance 
their family activities programme 
and support the organisation into 
the future.

Geoffrey Wellum, 

World War II flying ace 

At 18, Walthamstow-born Geoffrey Wellum 
became the RAF’s youngest Spitfire pilot, 
joining the fight against the Nazis in World 
War II. 

A year later, the teenage flying ace fought in 


the Battle of Britain. The campaign was a crucial 
turning point in the conflict with Germany, claiming 
thousands of air crew from both sides, along with 
over 14,000 civilian lives. The life expectancy for 
Spitfire pilots in the war was just four weeks. 

The former Forest schoolboy, whose father ran 
an off licence, was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross in 1941, becoming a flight instructor 
and remaining in the RAF until 1961 before working 
in the family haulage business until it closed in the 
1970s. 

As a young man, Geoffrey Wellum had written 
down his memories of the war. They’d sat in a 
drawer for decades until 2002 when his book, First 
Light, was published - now recognised as one of 
the greatest war memoirs of all time. 

Geoffrey Wellum died in July 2018 but he left 
a fascinating and honest account of warfare that 
resonates today. 

“When I saw him, I felt fear, real stark fear,” he 
wrote about finding himself targeted by a German 
pilot. “Not ‘Ooh, this is frightening’, but ‘Oh God, 
this bloke is going to kill me’. I’ll never know how I 
got away with it.”

School children around the world have 
been demonstrating in a series of strikes 
and marches to highlight the devastating 
effects of climate change. 

When pupils at Stoneydown Park Primary 
in Walthamstow began asking about the 
subject, staff helped them organise their 



own demonstration 
in the park next to 
the school. 

Pupils aged 
from four to 11 
marched with 
home-made banners 
before holding a 
rally to demand 
governments around 
the world take action 
now to ensure they 
have a future. 

Katy Weston, 
Phase Leader UKS2, 
said: “The pupils 
have been inspired 
by Greta Thunberg 
and the school strike 
movement to learn 
more about climate change. They’ve been 
horrified to learn about the damage humans 
are doing to their environment and want to do 
something to help. Marching in the local park 
seemed the ideal way to allow the children to 
join in the international protests in a safe way 
and to learn that their voice and their opinions 
matter.” 

After the demonstration, marchers listened 
as fellow pupils spoke powerfully about the 
need for action. 

“My name is Henry and I have my whole 
future ahead of me but I may not have one,” 
said one speaker. 

“We only have a few years before it’s 
irreversible,” said Aliza, before calling on all 


governments to act now before it’s too late. 

The school invited the Leader and Deputy 
Leader of Waltham Forest Council to the 
march, and Cllrs Clare Coghill and Clyde 
Loakes were impressed with the passion and 
knowledge of the issues shown by the pupils. 

Thanking the children, Cllr Coghill told 
them, “This is why as a council we’re acting 
now against climate change with things 
like the Enjoy Waltham Forest programme. 
Some people don’t like it because we make 
it harder for people to drive, but when I hear 
you, this is exactly why we do it.” 

Following the march, Cllr Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment, said: “Events like 
today show the council is right to act now 
against the effects of climate change. In April 
we declared a climate emergency which 
commits the council to establishing a Climate 
Change Commission to help shape the local 
response to this global challenge. We’re also 
calling on the UK Government to provide the 
necessary powers and resources to make 
local action on climate change easier. 

“As adults, we should listen to the pupils of 
Stoneydown Park. They, and the generations 
to come, deserve a future and we as a 
council are determined to do what we can to 
help.”

Be water-wise this summer 

You know how it is. The temperature’s soaring and there’s a huge 
expanse of cool, blue water just sitting there, waiting for you to 
jump in and cool down... 


It may sound idyllic, but if you’re 
visiting Walthamstow Wetlands this 
summer, there are some very good 
reasons why entering the water, even 
for paddling, is strictly prohibited. 

Reservoirs can be isolated, so it 
takes time to get assistance if you 
get into trouble. There may be hidden 
currents below the water from pipes 
and equipment and 
it may be difficult to get out of 
a reservoir as the sides can be 
very steep. Keep these tips in mind 
when visiting the Wetlands, a Thames 
Water operational reservoir supplying 
3.5 million people with drinking water, 
and the borough’s other areas of 
open water, including Highams Park 


Lake and Hollow Pond: 

• water can be very deep in 
places and there are often 
sudden drops which can’t be 
seen 

• there may be hidden obstacles 
below the surface that you could get 
caught up in 

• blue green algae in the water 
can cause skin rashes and 
stomach upsets 

• the weather may be warm but 
the water temperature isn’t. At 
the Wetlands, it’s really cold, rarely 
reaching above 10 degrees, even 
in summer.

Suntrap hits the road 



For more than 50 years, thousands 
of children from Waltham Forest 
have had their first experience 
of engaging with their natural 
heritage at Suntrap Forest Centre, 
learning and creating outdoors, 
camping and exploring the rich 
history and habitats of Epping 
Forest. 

As we reported in January, to 
make sure future generations will be 



able to benefit from these unique 
opportunities, Waltham Forest Council 
has given the go ahead for a £4.5 
million investment in the centre. 

Cllr Grace Williams, Cabinet 
Member for Children, Young People 
and Families, said: “The investment is 
part of the council’s commitment to 
improving the Life Chances of young 
people in the borough by providing 
opportunities for them to learn outside 
the traditional school environment.” 

Work is scheduled to begin next 
month and be completed by April 
2020 and will include extensive 
refurbishment, making the site 
accessible to wheelchair users. 

It will also see the creation of 20 
semi-permanent camping pods for 
overnight stays. 

During the closure, Suntrap staff 
will be taking their expert skills into 


the community through Suntrap on 
Tour, visiting public events, community 
venues, green spaces and schools. 

Activities can be tailored for all 
age groups and are adaptable for 
children with SEN (Special Educational 
Needs). These include: Meet the 
Suntrap animals hands-on sessions 
with live animals, and exploring local 
woodlands. 

Kerry Rolison, Head of Suntrap 
Centre said: “This is a golden 
opportunity for the team to share 
the Suntrap ethos of bringing nature 
nearer to people and we look forward 
to encouraging children and young 
people to discover and investigate the 
natural world.” 

Before building work starts, you can 
bid a fond farewell to the ‘old Suntrap’ 
at the free Family Open Day on 
Saturday 29 June, from 11 am to 3pm. 

There will be lots going on, including 
a memorabilia auction, art session with 
Artist in Residence, Emma Bond, and 
a favourite Suntrap activity - pond 
dipping! Plans for the refurbishment 
will be on view for everyone to see. 

Families are invited to bring a picnic 
and some cash to bid for a piece of 
Suntrap history. A free shuttle bus 
service will be available from Chingford 
Station to Suntrap Forest Centre 
running throughout the event.

New Hoe Street housing schemes will 
be 100 per cent affordable 


The official ground-breaking 
ceremony for 54 new homes on 
Hoe Street has taken place. 

The two new sites will feature 100 
per cent affordable homes in the 
heart of the borough, as well as 
creating local jobs. 

Thanks to a partnership between 
Islington & Shoreditch Housing 
Association (ISHA), Waltham Forest 
Council and the Greater London 
Authority (GLA), ISHA has been able 
to increase the original scheme, 
which included 11 affordable homes, 
to provide the entire development of 
54 homes as affordable. 

The £11 million project at 317 A 
and 400 Hoe Street is being built by 
established Leytonstone builder, Kind 
& Company. 

The two brownfield developments 
are on the sites of an old petrol 
station and a car workshop and have 
been designed to meet the needs of 



residents well into the future. 

The accommodation will provide 
modern, efficient and environmentally 
friendly living spaces, putting 
affordable homes back into the 
community. 

Cllr Simon Miller, Cabinet Member 
for Economic Growth and Housing 
Development, said: “The council is 
committed to providing as many 
affordable homes as practicable 
across the borough so when former 
commercial sites such as these in 
Hoe Street become available we 
work hard to make them 100 per 
cent affordable if we possibly can. 

“I’m delighted that it is Kind 
& Company which is going to 
be leading the building of this 
development. 

“This Leytonstone company plays 
a strong role in our community, not 
just by creating local jobs for local 
people but also working with our 
Business Growth team, to help keep 
us in touch with the needs of local 
businesses, and sponsoring the 
London Borough of Culture 2019. 

“They have worked with us before 
and take pride in the work they do so 
we look forward to yet another high 
quality housing scheme from them.” 

Completion is expected during 
autumn 2020 on the scheme, which 
is being part funded by the GLA and 
Waltham Forest Council. 



Something’s brewing near Blackhorse Road 


Truman’s Brewery has announced 
it’s moving in spring 2020 to a 
new brewery in Walthamstow, 
with additional plans for a tap 
room, performance space, street 
food market and artists’ studios 
on-site. 

Switching its operations from 
Hackney Wick to a site near 
Blackhorse Road tube station will 
allow the celebrated East London 
brewery to produce 10 times the 


amount of beer it currently brews, 
with production capacity set to soar 
from 25,000 to 250,000 hectolitres. 

More than 80 jobs are set to be 
created at the 50,000sq ft facility, 
with Truman’s also offering “immersive 
visitor experiences,” tours and 
brewing lessons. 

James Morgan, CEO of Truman’s, 
said: “Having maxed out capacity at 
our current home in Hackney Wick, 


it gives us a springboard to grow for 
many years to come, while flying the 
flag for East London brewing. It’s 
exactly where we want to be.” 

The news was also welcomed by 
Waltham Forest’s Cllr Simon Miller, 
Cabinet Member for Economic 
Growth and Housing Development. 

He said the new site will “add to the 
mix of what is already one of the most 
vibrant and eclectic spots in London.”
